report of the statistician of the depart- 
ment of agriculture shows the average 
condition of corn on Oct. 1 to have 
been 82, as compared with 84.1 ou Sept. 
1. with 77.1 on Oct. 1, 1897, and with 
S2.9 the mean of the October averages 
of the last ten years. The usual wheat 
report is withheld pending the result of 
further ^investigations. The apple re- 
ports show a continued decline in every 
state in which this crop is of any com- 
mercial importance except in Maine, 
Michigan, Nebraska and Oregon,-where 
a sligtt improvement.is indicated.

DIPLOMACY, 


Coinnmiiilc-r ot the Troops Points Out 


tlie 
Folly 
or 
Further 
Resistance— 


Soliik-i-s Stationed at Foitits of Uaiigcr 
Jiave Ouictcd the Fears or Settlers. 


"Walker. Minn., Oct. 11.—There is a 


decided improvement in the Indian sit- 
uation, though it is impossible to pre- 
dict the final outcome with any cer- 
tainty. 
Contrary to expectations, the 


Indian council held at the agency .Mon- 
day -was attended by Chief Flat Mouth 
and a representative delegation ot the 
hostile bucks. A council of these lead- 
ers had been held in the morning, at 
which it was decided to ask Gen. Bacon 
whether the twenty Indians will be 
treated as prisoners of war or as crim- 
inals, if surrendered as demanded by 
Marshal O'Connor. 


Gen. Bacon and Inspector Tinker, in 


reply, told the chiefs that if they would 
give up the men for whom warrants 
had been issued and come in them- 
selves they could go home. 
If they 


resisted the government had thousands 
o>! soldiers who would not vest unr.il 
the recalcitrants had been captured, 
and the Bear Islanders would not then 
be permitted to occupy 
the 
islands 


again. 


Gen. Bacon's terms were received by 


the chiefs with signs of evident pleas- 
ure, and they all signified their approv- 
al of them.
